Chicago, June 9.—Your corre- 
spondent is aware that conditiens 
here are\ such as.to create a ten- 
dency tawarrd excited statement. 
With due qualification for this 
fact, your correspondent ventures 
to assert that the one episode of 
this convention, so far, which has 
the moral dignity of a straightout 
fight for a principle uncomplicated 
by one roving eye on votes, is the 
fight which Murray Crane, of Mas- 
sachusetts, has led in behalf of 
adopting a pro-league of nations 
plank. 

And also with due regard for the 


tion, essential in this necessarily 
hasty writing, your correspondent 
asserte that the league of nations 
plank which*Senator Crane is fight- 
ing to~get into the republican plat- 
form does not differ, SY in ter- 
minology, from thé league of sa- 
tions plank which President Wodd- 
row Wilson is trying to force into 
the democratic platform. 

Stated broadly* and briefly and 
yet accurately, the league of nations 
Plank which Mr. Crane is forcing 
upon the republican party here is 
an 
treaty with proper reserVations,” 
Of course, the word “proper” is 
elastic. That is the reason it is 
being uséd. That work, if it is 
adopted, vyill enable the republicans 
to say there is some difference be- 
tween their league of nations plank 
and Mr. Wilson’s league of nations 
plank. 

Politics Concerned. 

If there. were no politics concern- 
ed—no necessity for seeming to ,dif- 
fer from the democrats—Mr. Wil- 
son’s league of nations would prob- 
ably be adopted without any quali- 
fications, except those unessential 
ones which would be acceptable to 
him. If the league of nations plank. 
which the dominant forces here are 
fighting for, contains any difference

Reiterating ig’ opposition to the. 
league of nations, Sénator Johnson. 
said that unless the platform ¢om- 
mittee took a responding stand he 
would “ask the convention, and the 
people of the Unjted States to re- 
ject” its proposals. 

“The convention is tightening up 
more and more,” Senator Johnson 
declared. “It will get to balloting 
day after tomorrow and as the time 
approaches my confidence increases. 

“I think there'll be quite a num- 
ber of ballots. We'll not endeavor 
to start with a tremendsus num- 
ber, but as the ballots are taken. 
I ‘think you'll observe later’ that 
we'll move along. 

“I presume the platform decision 
will be made tonight in the com- 
mittee. My future course as to 
activities within the convention will 
be determified entirely by the de- 
cisiong on the platform. 

Talks te Delegates. 

“I've been talking to delegates 
today about who can best do the 
job before us, which is that of 
eliminating the present administra- 
tion frem power. I'd like, to sub- 
mit the question to you, or to any- 
body as to who can get the most 
votes. Conceding all candidates be- 
fore the convention have requisite 
qualifications for ‘the presidency. 
there can be no reason for.refus- 
ing a nomination to that individuai 
except the old theory of striving for 
immediate success rather nae ul- 
timate victory.” 

Somebody suggested that former 
Senator Crane favored the league 
with reservations. 

“I don’t doubt that,” the senator 
said, “and I'm endeavoring to get 
the republican party to take a repub- 
licah attitude, an American attitude, 
and we'll ask the party to take that 
position.” 

The senator said he had seen Mr. 
Crane thee tini@m today, “but had 
no opportunity to talk with him at 
length.” 

Reports ¥ that the convention 
planned to. nominate.a candidate 
before adopting a platform were 
mentioned. 

“I think the usual method will be 
pursued,” Senator Johnson replied. 
He did not think it likely, he added, 
that the convention would attempt 
te limit debate on the league of na- 
tions if debate became necessary. 

Expects Obedicace. 

“Any man who betrays his people. 
or betrays me.”” he said in breakinzg 
off a vpliey of questions and re- 
ferring to primary delegates,

COMPANY FACING 
MILLION DEFICIT 
* STATES ARKWRIGHT 


Witness Tells Railroad 
Commission That Prac- 
tically All Improvements 
Have Been Stopped as 
Result. 


IMPOSSIBLE TO SELL 
BONDS, HE DECLARES 


Says Orders for Needed 
Equipment and Machin- 
ery Have Been Counter- 
manded Because of the 
Lack of Funds. 


Deelaring that practically all im- 
provements had:+been stopped dnd 
that’ ‘orders for machinery and 
equipment urgently needed to main- 
tain the service had been counter- 
manded on account of lack of funds 
to pay for them. Preston S. Ark- 
wright, president of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, told 
the railroad commission yesterday 
afternoon that his company faced a 
deficit at the end of this year of 
more than a million dollars on the 
commission’s yaluation of its prop- 
erties, which he said was too low. 

He said that the company already 
had an actual deficit of more than 


$250,000, that it had borrowed $375,- 


to meet intérest payments’ falling 
due Id January. which-had not been 
repaid,. and that additional money 


must be: berrowéd to pay sufrent 
expenses. He added that it was im- 


possible for the eompany to sel) 
bonds to th eamount of a single dol- 


bonds to the amount_.of a single dol- 
lars of discounted notes outstanding 
which was altogether more than it 
ought to have. 

Shows Urgent Needs. 

Mr. Arkwright took up the various 
departmets of his company’s opera- 
tions, the manufacture of gas, elec- 
tric light and power and the. street 
car system, seriatim, and proceeded 
to show what were the most imme- 
diately urgent needs of each. Bet- 
terments which the directors of the 
company had decided absolutely nec- 
essary to maintain the service, he 
figured, aggregated $1,732,040.27. 
Other improvements which he con- 
sidered very desirable, if not neces- 
sary, brought the total which the 
company needed, in order to main- 
tain its position and properly serve 
its SyteTH » brought the total up 
to $2,921,4 

He said . "the company did not 
seek to expend or to undertake any 
new developments at this time. Al! 
that it asked for’ was funds suffi- 
cient to keep up the service and to 
give its customers what they had a 
right to demand. As it could not 
borrow moneg, it would have to rely 
on increased rates to do this. 

Taking up the gas department, 
otherwise known as the Atlanta Gas 
company. he told how orders for 
boilers and other equipment essen- 
tial to the effilcency and economy 
of the service had been counter- 
manded, how pipe for the laying 
of a larger main in West End had 
been ordered and delivered and the 
work of laying countefmanded, how 
the purifying apparatus which elim- 
inated sulphur from the gas was 
100 per cent overloaded, with the 
result of customers complaining of 
sulphur in their gas. All this was 
contrary to the desires of the com- 
pany, he said, but necessitated by 
lack of funds. 


Working at Capacity. 

“Our gas_plant is now working up 
to its capacity.” Mr. Arkwright 
added. Theer’is no reserve to take 
care of increased demand. Where 
an increase in consumption is ex- 
pected, an increase in capacity is 
necessitated. We need to increase 
the capaci of our coal] gas plant. 
We n dern arsl economical 
equipment for the manufacture of 
water gas. We need $122.000 In or- 
der to take care of the demands of 
new customers 
year. ‘ 

“The increase this year in the 
cost of gas. oil and coal and the 
much greater uncertainty of deliv- 
eries has added enormously to our 
difficulties. Our contract under 
which we were getting gas ofl for 
7 cents per gallon heyiexpired and 
Wwe are now compelled to pay 13 to 
14 cents. Ovr eoal contract will 
soon expire and we cannot get an- 
other one. We are bewtes. to pay 
$6.59/.fer ton for #a al.” 

Mr. Arkwright fi: od that the 
needs of the gas company alone for 

maintenance of the service were 
$329,966.50.

Chicago, Ill. June 9.—Adrift in 
a squal without a captain and 
with a munity threatened is the un- 
happy condition of the republican 
ship tonight. 

Direct to the point, the old guard 
has the convention machinery in 
its’ undisputed grip. but with five 
hundred delezates roaming aimless- 
ly about with binding instructions 
only for the first ballot for local 
favorites, and with the Johnson-Bo- 
tah wing threatening a bolt and 
holding up the ghost of 1912 as a 
warning of impending party defeat 
the subleaders of both factions gre 
stampeding in a desperation born 
of genuine alarm to effect some 
kind of a candidate compromise that 
may at least keep the party united 
so far as an open public break is 
cont¢erned. 

In. that respect, - therefore, though 
on the skids so far as Johnson's 
rersonal ambitions for the presi- 
dential nomination may go, the Cal- 
ifornia and Idaho “irreconcilabies” 
hold a key that may become imme- 
diately necessary to break a dead- 
leck in the early stages of the con- 
vention voting. Taking thay view 
of it dark horses who may amal- 
gamate the factionists are being ap- 
praised with feverish nervousness 
tonight, Sproul, Knox and Lenroot 
all looming as possible compromise 
candidates in such an eventuality. 

Lowden Still Strong. 

While the old guard has tighten- 
ed its hold upon the convention or- 
ganization. and will at all odds 
force a candidate at least accepta- 
ble to it, at the same time it is 
percéptibly weakening in its here- 
tofore unalterable position’ as to 
Frank 0. Lowden. The Lllinois gov- 
ernor one week ago had the nom- 
inution. in the™palm of his hand 
and the stand-patters have main- 
tained his lead to this very hour in 
the teeth of the most vigofous con- 
centrated fight upon him ever made 
upon any candidate at any conven- 
tion during the days immediately 
preceding the balloting: 

The farce of the alleged delegate 
scandals in the south, however, has 
grown in vohime instead of dimin- 
ishing, and it is sweeping upon the 
convention like a tidal wave. That 
much of this storm has been man- 
ufactured in order to destroy the 
man known to be the most poten- 
tial of all the candidates does not

Chicago, June 9.—(By the Agso< 
ciated Press.)—Republican differs 
ences over the league of nations cul- 
minated today in an open threat 
from irreconcilable senators to leave 
the party unless it declared flatly 
against the league of nations. 


The ultimatum was delivered in 
dramatic fashion at a conference 
of leaders. It put the league Issue 
suddenly to the fore of all other 
questions before the national con« 
vention, not excepting even the nome 
ination of a presidential candj<- 
date. _ 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, Brande-« 
gee, of Connecticutt, and McCor- 
mick, of Illinois, represented the ir- 
Lreconcilables at the conference and 
former Senator W. Murray Crane, 
of Magsachusetts, in past conven- 
tions a national leader, spoke for 
the group demanding a plank for a 
league with reservations. Senator 
Watson, of Indixtraechairman of the 
convention's resolutions committee, 
who was present to repreesent the 
party organization took th. role of 
peacemaker. 

Tonight the leaders were only half 
heartedly attempting to conceal 
their apprehensinos over .the situ- 
ation, Most of them grimly pre- 
dicted grteement, but none ap- 
peared tod” sure of his ground, In 
@ session which promised to last 
through the night @ resolutions sub- 
| committee, headed by Senator Wat- 
'son, sought to find a middle.course 
which would hold the party together, 

Crane Starts Trouble. 

Senator Crane, coming unexpecte 
edly into the swim of convention 
affairs after several days of quiet 
conferences, prefaced the irrecone 
cilable ultimatum by laying on the. 
council table a proposal that the 
party declare affirmatively for rat 
fication of league of nations Ccove- 
nant with safeguarding reserva- 
tions. Backed, he said, by the. 
> od mild reservation gena-— 

he indicated that unless euci 
a plank were adopted, all the dyna- 
mite of tife league of nations ques- 
tion would be let loose on the con- 
véntion floor. 

The reply of the irreconcilables. 
come at once, phrased in terms 
which no one misunderstood. With. 
considerable heat Senator Borah 
told the conference that he and hig 
colleagues never could support any 
plank declaring affirmatively for 
any ratification of the treaty, resres . 
vations or no reservations. Should 
the party adopt such a plank, they 
declared, they would immediately 
and finally part company with it. 

In @ desperate effort to bring 
harmony, Senator Watson plenary 
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ing ended in an atmosphere of 
solemn defiance. 
. Seeking for Solution. 
So it stood tonight as the resolu- 
tions subcommittee 


sought to sweat out @ solution. In 
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atson were Senators Borah and 
McCormick for the irreconcilables. 
Senator Smoot. of Utah and nine 
men of varying shades of upinion. 

Outside the committee ’room, too. 
there were a series of feverish con- 
ferences as each side sought to 
assess how much of the attitude of 
the adversary was biuff and how 
much Was genuine. 

The irreconcilable group solemn- 
‘ly assured their party leaders there 
was not a single element of bluff 
in their program, and one of them 
is understood to have declared that 
should the party stand for any sort 
of ratification, he would resign from 
the senate in order to be free t 
carry on the fight. 

What connection Senator Johnson 
might have with the move was not 
revealed. Throughout the senate 
fight he stood shoulder to shoulder 
with Genator Borah, but talk of a 
possible Johnson bolt has been dis- 
counted by the men who are clos- 
est here to the California senator. 

Although the resolutions subcom- 
mittee has been in session all day, 
it scargely touched, until tonight, 
on the league of nations or any 
other subject of serious controversy.

After several hours work tonight 
Senator Watson announced that he 
did not believe the platform could 
be finished in time for presentation 
to the convention before 3 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon. Upon conven- 
ing at 11, Senator Watson said th: 
convention probably would have to 
determine upon a recess until aft- 
ernoon or. other business. 

A tentative draft of the entire 
platform except the treaty. Mexi- 
can and iabor planks, Senator Wat- 
son said, had been made subject to 
revision in progress. It will be 
Rdoubtful, he added, whether the 
three principal contested planks 
would be ready for the full commit- 
tee when it meets at 9 o'clock ito- 
morrow. The subcommittee planned 
to let the full committee work on 
the uncontested features. while it 
wrestled with the three main pro- 
visions. Before disposal of the trea- 
ty question, Senator Watson said 
there probably would be confer- 
ences between several groups. 


While feverish conferences out- 
side of the committee roc: were 
wrestling with the problem the 
subcommittee itself sat ali day and 
far {nto the night clearing aside 
other and less controversial] issues. 
Whether a report could be made at 
tomorrow’s session remained uncer- 
tain, with some of the most ex- 
perienced in the vicissitudes of plat- 
form building predicting that the 
task could not be finished before 
Friday. 

Borah Claims Majority. 

Meantime, the remainder of the 
resolutions committee of fifty-three 
spent the day in open hearings lis- 
tening to the platform suggestions 
of farmers, labor leade prohibi- 
tion work-~~ and sympathizers in 
the cause of Irish freedom.

| hearings were closed late in the day 
fore the subcommittce tomorrow. 

Senator Borah, of Idaho, leading 
the fight In the subcommittee for a 
flat declaration against the Ver- 
sailles league of nations, declared 
he was assured of a majority of the 
thirteen members. His c‘aim was 
disputed by the mild reservation 
advocates, however, who said they 
helieved the pressure they were 
bringing to bear would result In a 
plank more. affirmative in charac- 
ter.

The exact source and character 


of the movement for immeciate

friends on the subcommittee were 
counseling against haste in decid- 
ing the league question. 

Delay in writing the league plat- 
form, it was suggested in some 
quarters, would leave in the hands 
of the Johnson supporters a club 
which they might use to kKecp his 
cpponents on the anxious seat. 

Among those working today with 
former Senator Crane were Senator 
McCumber, of North Dakota; Sen- 
ator neliogg, of Minnesota, Sehatus 
Lenroot, of Wisconsin; Senator Hale, 
of Maine, and former Senator Weeks. 
of Massachusetts. For the time be- 
ing, at least, Senator Lodge, of 
afassachusetts, republican leader of 
the senate and chairman of the con- 
vention, kept on the outskirts of the 
discussion, but is understood to have 
used his influence for compromise. 

Senator McCumber was among 
thoss who called at the subcommit- 
tee room during the day to urge 
the expediency of the position ad- 
vocated by the mild reservationists. 

Declaring the irreconcilable ele- 
ment was not advvucating a plank 
against all possible peace leagues. 
Senator Borah said tonight they al- 
ready had conceded much in the dec. 
laration tentatively framed during 
recent conferences here. 

“We don't ask any exrlicit decla- 
ration,” said Senator Borah, “that 
will humiliate those who voted for 
ratification with reservations. Nor 
do we mean to accept anything that 
willyhumillate us.” 

Finishing Touches. 

Aside from the treaty issue, most 
of the platform material was in 
such shape that only the finfshing 
touches had to be added by the sub- 
committee. There still remained to 
be determined, however, some de- 
tails of the Mexican declaration, 
and some questions of policy regard- 
ing industrial relations. 

While the thirteen were in delib- 
eration, the remainder of the resolu- 
tions committee of 53 were receiv- 
ing in open hearings the advice of 
labor leaders and others on a wide 
diversity of subjects. 

Demands that the republican par- 
ty take an “unequivocal” stand for 
enforcement of the fourteenth 
amendment and against continuation 
of the reign of “lynch law”. were 
made by a delegation headed by 
William H. Lewis, negro, former 
assistant United States attorney 
general. He urged a congressional 
investigation looking to a reduction 
in the national representation in 
congress from states where full en- 
franchisement has not been allowed 
the negro. 

Demanded as “Equals.” 

Edward H. Wright, Chicago negro, 
who spoke on the demands, also de- 
clared that none of the claims had 
come “from us as supPlicants, for 
we come as your brothers and your 
equals.”’ 

Realizing that it had serious par- 
ty history to write, the subcommit- 
tee moved away from the swirl of 
delegates, took up quarters in a 
secluded hotel bedroom, left orders 
that it was not to be disturbed for 
anyone or for any reason, took off 
its coats literally as well as figura- 
tively, and settled down to its job. 
Members predicted it would not be 
ready to quit before midnight, at 
the earliest. 

Senator Borah was on hand from 
the start, although the league 
plank was not to be taken up for 
several hours. He picked out a 
comfortable berth on a bed and 
waited. 

At the outset of the meeting 
the subcommittee read through 
the report of Chairman Hays’ com- 
mittee of 171 as tt had been 
revised in pre-convention confer- 
ences. It dealt with virtuaily 
ne controverted subjects, and most 
ofitwas written Into the platform 
without extended discussion. 

Agricultural Measures. 


Measures to restore agricultura) 
production to pre-war levels and 
check the depopulation of the farnts 
were advocated by representatives 
of seventeen farm organizations, 
led by John A. McSparran, of Penn- 
sylvania.

Wheeler said 
that the democratic party would be 
compelled to take a similar stand. 

“Tt is pure patriotism and good 
politics to stand fearlessly for th» 
honest and effective enforcement of 
the eighteenth amendinent,” he said. 
amid ringing cheers, 

When Wheeler finished, Commit- 
teeman Richards, of Washingtor. 
leaped to his feet and insisted that he 
be beard in opposition, but he sat 
down again when he was advised 
that he would be heard in executive 
session, Jaseph Obergfell, of Cin- 
cinnati, urged a modification of the 
present dry laws.

Through 
this, he declared, the nation would 
be vindicating the principles for 
which the soldiers had died in the 
world war. 

Mr. Walsh charged the govern- 
ment with shirking its duty in deal- 
ing with Irish freedom. 

Representative Mason, Illinots, 
also spoke for the plank, saying 
that such a pledge by the party 
would draw thousands of votes from 
a section of the people which have 
been “inherently democratic.”

It was not necessary to be in 
agreement with Mr. Gompers to 
realize and acknowledge the .pro- 
found sincerity of the man, the 
depth of his conviction, his absolute 
belief in the truth of his state- 
ments. In a convention that has 
thus far been characterized by a 
peculiar lack of any slightest leaven 
of real enthusiasm for-either men 
or issues, the note of profound sin- 
cerity Struck by Mr. Gompers sound- 
ed clear in startling contrast to the 
dreary monotone of platitudinous 
palaver that has so wearied the ears 
of the delegates and attendants.

The League for Women 
Voters Says “No,” While 
Two Suffrage Associa- 
tions Line Up for Ballot 
in Primary. 


Differences developed Wednesday 
hetween the women’s political or- 
ganizations in Atlanta over the 
privilege extended them by the city 

emocratic executive cemmittee to 
vote in the primary of July 26. 

rs. H. P. Hermance, chairman of 
the Lesyjue for Women Voters, and 
Mrs, Martha Goode Anderson, chair- 
man of publicity, issued a statement 
on behalf of the league, declaring 
the belief that “it is wisest for the 
women ef Atlanta not to register 
for the white primary,” owing to a 
legal question which has. been 
raised attacking the executive com- 
mittee’s authority to allow women 
to vote. 

On the other hand, Mrs. Mary L. 
McLendon, president of the Georgia 
Equal Suffrage association, declared 
that it is the duty of the women of 
Atlanta to cast their ballots in the 
election and asserted that she did 
not feel bound by any decisions 
made by the League for Women 
Voters. 

A similar position was taken by 
Mrs. Amelia R. Woodall,. president 
of thé Atlanta Equal Suffrage asso- 
ciation, who stated that the ques- 
tion of a legal point is a mythical 
one, and said it is the duty of the 
women of Atlanta to vote and that 
she was anxious that they do not 
get the impression that it would be 
wrong for them to do so. 

The statement of the League for 
Women Voters is as follows: 

‘‘We are deeply grateful to the city ex- 
ecutive committee for the opportunity given 
Atlanta women to vote, and appreciate their 
friendly attitude, There is, however, ac- 
cording to the best legal opinion, a question 
as to whether the city executive committee 
legally can authorize women to vote in a 
primary in Georgia. 

‘In re Pramres of this fact and in order 
to save the city executive committee any 
embarrassment following our participation 
in the primary, the executive board of the 
League for Women Voters Jeels t it is 
wisest for the wemen of Atlanta‘ not to reg- 
ister for the coming election.

Utility Companies 
Resolution Vetoed; 
Called Unnecessary 


Mayor Key on Wednesday vetoed 
& joint resolution, introduced by 
Councilmen Woodall, Nutting and 
Gordon and adopted by the city 
council last Monday, granting the 
privilege to utility companies or 
other corporations of appearing be- 
fore proper council committees in 
matters affecting their interests be- 
fore final action is taken on such 
questions. 

In his message of disapproval the 
| mayor declares that the resolution 
adds nothing to the authority of 
the council in such matters, since 
no measure can be pruposed under 
the law and rules of the council as 
they now stand which cannot be in- 
vestigated by the council] as fully 
as it desires. 

His message is as follows: 

I am returning without my approval reso- 
granting the privilege to utility companies 
or other corporations of appearing before 
proper council committee in matters affect- 
ing their interests. 

This resolution adds nothing to the author- 
ity of the council in such matters. No meas- 
ure can be proposed, under the law and rales 
of the council as they now stand, which 
cannot be investigated by the council as 
fully as it desires. Hearings can be had 
before committees on any issue where it is 


proper that it showtd be done. It has been 
your unifornmY custom to do this where re- 
quest has been made for a hearing. The 
council would be doing itself an injustice 
by leaving a different impression. 

As a declaration of principle or marking 
out a course of action the resolution § is 
wrong, for the rezsen that it includes only 
ntility companies and other corporations. 
The same duty is owed to tha private citi- 
zen and he ghouid not be excluded.

The resolution said, “the efficien- 
cy of the government service is 
suffering by reason of high turn- 
overs and actual vacancies in hun- 
dreds of positions, for which the 
wages offered are insufficient to 
attract any workers.” 

The convention also has before it 
a report on profiteering, which 
says that shoes selling in 1913 for 
$4 are now sold for $12, while the 
increase in labor cost has been only 
40 cents. Practically the only per- 
sons proceeded against under the 
Lever act were miners seeking re- 
lief from the high cost of living, 
the report asserts. 

The convention adiourned after 
an hour’s session until tomorrow to 
permit commitee meetings.

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FHBARGO ON CAR 
SFRVIE OPPOSED 


Plan to Use All Available 
Cars for Coal Shipments 
Will Handicap the Road 
Program, Says Highway 
Board. 


Protesting vigorously against the 
proposed embargo of the interstate 
commerce commission on all ship- 
ments in cars that can be used for 
carrying coal to relieve the present 
congestion, the Georgia state high- 
way board has written the commis- 
sion at Washington, pointing out 
the many serious results such an 
embargo would have on road build- 
ing in the different states, and par- 


ticularly in Georgia. News of the 
proposed embargo reached the state 
highway bveard through W. R. Neel, 
state highway engineer, and a mem- 
ber of the executive council of state 
highway officials created by the 
United States bureau of public 
roads. , 

Such an embargo woul 
ly tie up all work now 
on the roads, it is claimed. Road 
building materials and coal are 
hauled in the same kind of fréight 
cars, and under the proposed plan 
it would be impossible to continue 
the road building and repairing be- 
cause the materials’ could not be 
shipped. 

Dr. C. M. Strahan, chairman of the 
board, stated Wednesday that 143 
contracts amounting to about seven 
million dollars would be affected. 

While agreeing with the _ inter- 
state commerce commission that 
some measures should be taken to 
relieve the present coal congestion, 
the state board feels confident that 
the commission at Washington will 
recognize the serious harm _ that 
would be done shipping generally in 
Georgia by the embargo, and will so 
modify it to let the movement of 
road building material go forward. 


Letter to Commission. 


Following is the letter written to 
the commerce commission at Wash- 
ington: 

“The state highway board of Georgia, 
with deep concern proposals before the in- 
terstate commerce commission of the United 
Sta'tes which seek to establish an emparco 
of car service against road building mate- 
rial which will stop the extension cf ¢x- 
isting contracts and preclude a reasonable 
progress of emergency construction in this 
essential field of public work. 

‘The board recognizes that a serious sit- 
vation may exist in regard to the distribu- 
tion of coal in this country for primary 
uses; but it can not adopt the conclusion 
that all forms of coal transportation should 
be made preferential to the insistent ne- 
cessities of highway construction under way 
in this and other states. ’ 

“The board believes that non-essential

The Railroad Commission must permit a profit to be added to the 
honest cost of developing our water-powers by private parties. 


And so long as a profit is to the cost, that profit will handi- 
cap the farmer, the manufacturér and merchant of Georgia in com- 
petition with those of the Province of Ontario and other places which 

« supply electricity at cost to their people. 

The factory and store will locate in the place where light and 
power are cheapest. : 

Moreover, the difficulty of determining what profit is being made 
by the power companies and what profit should be permitted them 
is almost insurmountable for a body constituted and equipped as is 
the Railroad Commisison of Georgia. | 


For example, in its decision of August, 1918, the Commission, 
with reference to thé proposed raise in rates by the Georgia Railway 
and Power Company said: 


“The aggregate additional revenue from light and power rates 
petitioned for is approximately $400,000.00. We have estimated 
under the rates which will be promulgated in our order—additional 


revenue of $190,000.” 


ASTONISHING RESULTS 
OF RAISES 


_ The increase of the company’s revenue from this department of 
the cornpany’s business in 1919 wa$ $562,832.68, or approximately 
$162,832.68 more than the company asked, and practically three 
times as much as the commission inteaded to grant. 


The President of the Power Company at the hearing estimated 
that the increase of one cent in carfares would in twelve months time 


add $579,177.00 to the company’s income. 


Although the increase did not go into effect until a fourth of 
the year had passed, the actual increase in carfares for 1919, amounted 
to $879,119.60 or $299,942.60 more than was estimated and asked 
by the Power Company for the whole year.

mission intended to amount only to $769,177.

. Attorney General R. A. Denny, who, 
in an opinion written to the gov- 
ernor, held the laws to be invalid. 
Mr. Denny made the argument 
against the constitutionality of the 
measures, and his assistant, Gra- 
ham Wright, read a iine of authori- 
. ties backing up his position. He re- 
lied chiefly on a North Carolina 
‘Case and an opinion of Justice Har- 
‘lan, of the United States supreme 
court, sustaining it on review by 
that body. Mr. Quincey insisted 
that, whatever might be the law in 
Other jurisdictions, the supreme 
-court of ‘Georgia had thoroughly 
‘established the enrolled bill prin- 
-cCiple as the rule in this state and 
tnat the judiciary could not go be- 
hind a regularly signed and en- 
‘rolled bill to inquire into the legal- 
ity or its passage.

Alternating Current. 


Speaking of the underground sys- 
tem, Mr. Arkwright said that to 
have continued it as a direct sys- 
tem involved the expenditure of un- 
limited amounts of money.

It was impos- 
sible to take on a single additonal 
customer, he declared. 

“We must go on and-continue the 
alternating current underground 
System which we have started,” he 
went on. “To do this it is esti- 
mated that we must spend $150,000 
this year. Extensions for taking on 
customers will cost $60,000.”

$50 Reward for Deserters. 

While the department of justice 
is completing its cases again 
draft evaders who remained ott #f 
miliary control, army authorcities 
are preparing for sweeping ation 
by the publication of a list of 174. 
C00 alleged deserters. .The publi- 
cation of the list will be equiv.- 
lent to an offer of $50 reward for 
each deserter, a grand total of 
$8,500,000. 

The list now is being compared 
with the army, navy and marine 
Service lists, in order to prevent the 
publication of names of men who 
actually were in service. The pub- 
lication will take place within two 
months, it was stated today. 

“We know that there will be 
thousands who wil! be able to prove 
their innocence of actual desertion,” 
an army official said today. “There 
is no way to make the © records 
Straight, however, unless we pub- 
lish the names. 

“On the other hand, the publica- 
tion will bring to justice many men 
who have successfully evaded their 
duty to date.” ! 

Many Muy Go to “Points South.” 

One result of the pubiication of 
the list, it is expected, will be an 
exodus of hundreds of men to Mex- 
ico and other “points south.” 

Justice’ and war department of- 
ficials assert there is general mis- 
understanding of the distinction be- 
tween draft: delinquents and draft 
deserters. Grover Cleveland Berg- 
doll, draft deserter, now at large 
following his escape from military 
authorities, presented'a defense in 
his case that he never came under 
military control and was therefore 
a delinquent and subject only to one 
years imprisonment. . This appeal 
was overruled and Bergdoll was 
Sentenced to five years as ai de- 
serter.

ARE MARKING TIME 
AS LEADERS FIGHT 


Reports of Committees on 

Organization and Cre- 
dentials- Are Approved 
Without a Flutter in 
Short ‘Session. 


SECOND-DAY PROGRAM 
OFF LIKE CLOCKWORK 


First Woman Speaker in 
History Addresses Meet, 
and Depew Also Makes 
Address to Chicago 
Gathering. 


) 

Chicago, June 9.—Second day pro- 
ceedings of the republican national 
convention, lasting barely an hour 
and dealing entirely with routine, 
moved as smoothly and swiftly to- 
day as a hoop rolling down hill. 

There was a shout of approval 
from the deelgates as they adopt- 
ed the report of the committee on 
permane organization by which 
Senator Ledge, of Masrsachusetts, 
was made permanent chairman, 
which ‘considerably shortened the 
work and cut out a lot of speech- 
making. The convention gave its 
presiding officer a big demonstra- 
tion. 

The report of the committee on 
credentials, over which some dele- 
gates had expected a fight, was 
presented and adopted without a 
flutter, as was the report of the 
rules committee, which gives wom- 
en representation on the national 
executive committee. j 

Wtih no report from the makers 
of a platform, the crowd was ready 
to hear a few speeches and called 
first for Chauncey M. Depew,. of 
New York, veteran of many conven- 
tion battles. It cheered lustily as 
Mr. Depew turned his  oratorica) 
weapons on President Wilson. and 
especially when he declared that 
in the old’ days when Washington 
found it necessary to deal close- 
hand with foreign powers he stayed 
on the job at home and sent the 
chief justice as his emissary. 

Cries for Others. 

There were scattering cries from 
the floor for other speakers, but 
Chairman Lodge, to give the con- 
vention a sensation, presented Mrs. 
Margaret Hill McCarter, of Kan- 
sas, the first woman ever accord- 
ed the privilege of addressing §it. 
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She ,was thrilled by the warmth 
of the greeting, and in a brief ad- 
dress pledged the loyal support of 
millions of women voters to the re- 
publican cause. 

Calls for other men high ‘in the 
ranks of the party, including for- 
mer Speaker Cannon, who was not 
present, were ended quickly as the 
convention adopted Senator Wads- 
worth’s motion to adjourn until to- 
morrow at 11 o'clock. 

The platform committee was not 
ready to report, and only sent word 
that it was making progress. 

Chauncey M, Depew entertained 
the convention with a brief address, 
and apparently the convention 
management had decided to dé 
away with the string of speakers 
who in previous years have enter- 
tained the convention while ~- the 
committees were working, for there 
were no other “entertainment” 
speakers on hand. 

The next session will be at il 
o’clock tomorrow morning:- 

The rank and file of convention 
visitors always likes a lot of music 
and oratory, and this year they are 
certain to get it. 

“Saturday noon, at the earliest,” 
is the estimate of leaders when 
asked when adjournment may come. 

To Ferestall Belt. 

The delay is more attributable 
to plattorm differences than to une 
certainty over a nomination, The 
word has gone out to give the rad- 
icals every chance to present their 
views and estop any possibility of 
a charge of steam-rolling, or, as 
some call it, an “excuse for a 
bolt.” 

And until the platform is built 
there will be no one named to 
stand on it. The fact that more than 
half of the delegates are unin- 
structed has added to the list of 
noruinating speeches. There are 
three or more for some, and in a 
few instances six or more speeches 
in sight for each candidate. Be- 
tween these speeches and the plat- 
form contest it would not be sur- 
prising if the actual nominations of 
‘the ticket would be carried over 
till Saturday. 

The reply to inquiries as to “what 
is in the air’ on vice president are 
met with the unanimous response: 
“Nothing; it depends on who is put 
over to head the ticket.” But there 
are a lot of budding candidates for 
second place, with all of the lead- 
ing figures for first place dodging. 


To those who flatly say they “will 


not take it,” the reply is that “we 
heard that from Theodore Roose- 
velt, Charles Warren Fairbanks 
and others—and we'll see.” 

The republican national conven- 
tion assembled for its secOnd ses- 
sion_today, with lHttle more than; 
routine in prospect. A brief session,

a Cotvention Opens. 

Many of the important figures of 
the convention, too, were engaged 
in the work of the resolution com- 
mittee framing the platform. 

At 11:15 Chairman bBodge arrived 
on the platform with National 
Chairman Hays. A song leader tried 
to get the audience to sing “The 
Long, Long Trail.” but had a hard 
time getting out the voices. 

The song leader stripped off his 
coat, and rolling up his sleeves, 
called for more pep. He got a Hit- 
tle better response and then. took 
a hand at three cheers for the re- 
publican party. He had better luck 
with that than he did with the 
song. . . 

Chairman Lodge stepped out to 
the speaker’s space at 11:20 o’clock 
and he got three cheers also with 
a tiger. Dr. John Timothy Stone 
was today’s chaplain. The conven- 
tion stood while he offered prayer. 

In closing Dr. stone led the great 
audience in the Lord'‘s prayer. The 
song leader was immediately on the 
job again and led the audience in 
“The Star Spangled Banner.” 

They brought out a stout oak ta- 
ble for Chairman Lodge to whack 
his gavel on. He called for the re- 
port of the credentials committee. 
Chairman Duffield, of New Jersey. 
came to the platform to present it. 

The report recommended the 
changes decided upon at last night's 
meeting of the committee. Mr. UDuf- 
field moved the adoption of the 
report. Robert R. Church, Mem- 
phis negro. who had been unseated 
by the credentials committee, said 
he would not ask the convention to 
consider a minority report. 

“T know I am entitled to sit,” 
continued Church, “but shall 
take my fight back to Tennessee.” 

The report of the credentials com- 
mittee was adopted without dis- 
sent and the convention next heard 
the report from the committee on 
permanent organization. It ‘was 
presented by Governor Morrow, of 
Kentucky, its chairmah. As agreed 
upon, it recommended that the tem- 
porary organization be made per- 
manent. The convention liked the 
idea of saving time. escaping an- 
other keynote speech and adopted 
the motion with cheers. Senator 
Lodge got another demonstration 
when he stepped forward, this time 
as permanent chairman of the con- 
vention, 

“The best way to show my gegratli- 
tude to the convention for its ac- 
tion,” said. Senator Lodge, “will be 
to tell you there will be no speech 
by the permanent chairman.” 

The convention acknowledged its 
appreciation of that with more ap- 
plause. 

Depew Gives Talk. 

Chairman Lodge announced he 
would enf-rce the rule limiting 
speakers to five minutes and one 
speech on the came subject on the 
same day, unless the convention or- 
dered otherwise. “ue resolution 
committee sent word it could only 
report progress and was not ready 
to present a vilatform yet. 


Chairman Lodge asked the con- 
vention what it wanted to do in 
the meanwhile and there were cries 
of “Depew, Depew,” from the floor. 

Mrs. Hume was on the platform 
waiting to speak and some had 
thought the honor of first address- 
ing the convention would go to a 
woman. Mr. Depew walked out on 
the, speaker’s platform to an. ac- 
companiment of applause and 
cheers. 

“He needs no introduction to a 
republican convention,” said Sena- 
tor Lodge, introducing him, 

“Senator Lodge says “I’m an old 

but he’s mistaken,’ said Mr. 
Depew. 

“A man down south who heard 
me speak recently wrote me a let- 
ter and said he heard I claimed to 
be only 86. ‘All I have to say,’ 
he wrote, ‘is that you are either a 
miracle or a damned liar.’”’ 

Paul Howland, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
presented the report of the com- 
mittee on rules and order of busi- 
ness. The report recommended 
seating delegate representation in 
the national convention at four del- 
egates-at-l!arge from each state, one 
delegate from each congressional 
and one additional delegate for each 
district in which not less than 7,- 
000 votes have been cast for a ree 
publican candidate at the last elec- 
tion. 

The only new material in the 
rules, Chairman Howland an- 
nounced, was an increase in the ex- 
ecutive committee of the republican 
national committee from ten to fif- 
teen members and a new assistant 
secretary. 

“Without saying so in expressed 
terms,” he said, “this is to take 
care of our reinforcements to the 
republican party—the ladies.” 

The understanding is that the 
additional places will all go 
women. 

The convention speedily adopted 
the report. 

Mr. Depew said the country need- 
ed experienced statesmanship to 
deal with the problems growing Out 
of the war. declaring the republi- 
can party had handled it “with abil- 
ity” after the civil war, and has 
proved 1 quality te do so. 

r. Depew took successive flings 
at President Wilson’s trip to Eu- 
rope to the great amusement of the 
delegates. 

Other presidents, he said, had 
dealt with foreign nations, but had 
selected the best brains and men in 
the country to go and do it. 

“When Mr. Wilson went to Europe 
and the politicians and diplomats, 
said to him ‘What do you want.’ he 
replied, ‘I want a league of nations. 
a heaven on-earth, gf which I shall 
be the recording angel.’ “The con- 
vention got a good laus: out of 
that. 

“The league of nations is here and 
there is no man who can add one 
word to the description which was 
given by our chairman, Senator 
Lodge. s I travel about man after 
man comes to me and says ‘I always 
have been a democrat, but Mr. Wil- 
son has taken away every principle 
of the democratic party and I want 
yee to:nominate a good man and 
win.’ 

“I think during the summer mil- 
lions of these democrats will vote 
our ticket.” 

At that. point Mr. Depew couldn't 
resist the temptation to tell a story. 
Mrs. McCarter Speaks. 

Then, in a more serious vein, Mr. 
Depew, speaking as a veteran of 
65 years on the republican platform.

Washineton, June 9.—Attorney 
General Palmer recéived indirect as- 
surances from the Erie railroad to- 
day that his ruling. upon the appli- 
cation of the eight-hour law toe 
tugs and barges in New York har- 
bor would be accepted. 

Department of justice officials 
said this action meant the success- 
ful adjustment of the marine strike.

“The decision of the supreme 
court sustaining the eighteenth 
amendment and the prohibition 
code,” says Wayne B. Wheeler, 


general counsel of the Anti-Saloon| 


League of America, in a. public 
statement, “kills the beverage 
liquor traffic as dead as slavery.” 

Theoretically that is true; oth- 
erwise, it is only measurably so. 

So long as the moonshine still, 
the blind tiger and the bootlegger 
continue in operation it cannot 
truthfully be said that the traffic 
in beverage liquor is literally “as 
dead as slavery,” for slavery 
ceased to exist when the thirteenth 
amendment became a part of the 
fundamental law of the land. 

The supreme court decision has, 
however, lifted from the law- 
enforcement authorities of the 
country the last vestige of excuse 
for leniency toward the violators 
of the prohibition laws; and with 
that gone, and with our peace offi- 
cers and courts pursuing a course 
of fearless and aggressive action 
against the persistent defiers of 
law and public decency, it should 
be a comparatively simple and 
easy matter to make America as 
free from the curse of liquor and 
liquor’s influence as it is free from 
the curse of human slavery. 


“The victory,” said Mr. Wheeler. 
“is the more significant because of 
the unustal and unprecedented 
methods used by the liquor interest¢ 
to influence congress law enforce- 
ment officials and even the courts.

UNEARNED ALIMENT. 
A great part of popular “indiges- 
tion” and “liver complaint” is noth- 
ing but rebellion of the alimentary

The remarkable part of 
it is that the digestive apparatus of 
civilized man does withstand abuse 
so well and go long. That nine out 
of ten victims of so-called “indi- 
gestion” owe their troubles, what- 
ever these may really be, primarily 
to eating like hogs is self-evident 
in the fact that surcease so com- 
monly follows a brief course of 
dieting. Dieting almost invariably 
means eating much less than usual. 

It ‘is indeed difficult for those of 
us who are frequently or habitual- 
ly exposed to luxury—and few of 
us are not so exposed these days— 
to avoid playing the hog with our 
aliment even though we earnestly

If one decides, for the sake of 
health, comfort, good appearance, 
efficiency and long life, to skip, 
say, breakfast or lunch every day 
for a season, one’s family and 
friends at once become alarmed lest 
one come down with something 
serious. The idea that on “the eats” 
depend physical health and vitality 
is sO thoroughly ingrained in popu- 
lar belief that he who dares to skip 
a meal is pretty sure to be come 
mended to splifficated bunkerine or 
whatever the latest tonic may be 
called.

Waycross, Ga., June 9.—(Special.) 
J. A. Whiting, superintendent of the 


Waycross and Western railway, has 
designed a combination railway car 
which supplants the: light type of 
passenger and mail service car, and 
which will be valuable on short 
lines.

COTTON CONDITION” 
SHOWN BY COUNTIES 


Statistics showing the Georgia cot- 
ton crop condition by counties as of 
May 25 this year and in comparison 
with the condition on the same date 
of 1919 are contained in the report 
issued yesterday by the co-operative 
crop reporting service for Georgia, 
operated jointly by the federal bu- 
reat of crop estimates and the Geor- 
gia department of agriculture, J. J. 
Brown, commissioner. The. report 
states that the total peach crop of 
Georgia is estimated at 72 per cent 
of normal, which is one point above 
the average. 

Commenting on the very low con- 
dition of cotton, which was reported 
as of May 25, the service announces 
that it was the lowest condition ror 
the time of year issued in recent 
years, if not the lowest on record. 

“The chief causes of complaint ac- 
companying local reports,” says the 
report. “were excessive rains, lack of 
labor in preparation, bad seed, coo! 
weather and a heavy infestation of 
boll weevil. “The latter extey 
over the entire northern two- 
of the state, and was thought” 
peculiarly unpromising on account 
of the lateness of the crop. The 
Georgia condition was the lowest of 


any of the states growing cotton, 
the Carolinas showing much above 
the average for the belt, while Ala- 
baima on the west had the advan- 
tage ky three points. No acreage 
having been defermined, the’ pros- 
pective crop could not be forecast, 
but without improvement the acre 
yield must be quite disappointing 
with so poor a start. 

“The condition of wheat in Geor- 
gia was 78 per cent of normal, a 
lower condition than prevailed a 
month ago. This was probably due 
to excessive rains. 

“The acreage growing to oats this 
year in the state is estimated at 89 
per cent of that grown last year. 
The spring sowing was seriously in- 
terjercd with, and the fall sowing 
was not much increased, if any. The 
condition of oats was reported as 
88 per cent of normal. Where har- 
vest has been accomplished good 
yields of excellent quality are re- 
ported. 

“The condition of hay is 88 per 
cent of normal, while alfalfa gives 
prospect of better than 90 per cent 
yield. The acreage of both clover 
is reported l@ss than 
iis. year, the former being 90 and 
the latter 96 per cent. 

“Pastures are in excellent condi- 
tion, being 93 per cent of normal. 
Live stock are, therefore, enjoying 
excellent grazing. 

“Apples at 78 per cent are better 
than the ten-year average. Pears are 
also above the average with a con- 
dition ,of 60, while the total peach 
crop of the state at 72 is one point 
above the average. 

“Field peas, which cqmprise cow- 
peas of the various typés in Geor- 
gia, show an excellent prospect of 
production at 85 per cent of normal, 
with field beans the same. 

“Cabbage gives a prospect of 80 

er cent gf normal yield, while on- 
ona give promise of a 90 per cent 
yield: : 

“Blackberries, chiefly a wild crop 
in this state, are reported at 94 per 
cent of normal. which promises a 
splendid crop of berries. 

“The prospects of melon produc- 
t'on are not so promising as other 
crops, watermelons showing a con- 
dition of 75 compared with a 10-year 
average of 81. while cantaloupes are 
rerorted at 72, comparing with an 
average of.79.”
